their clothes, Every precaution was taken for the 
protection of the camp, and the night passed off 
without any, thing occurring, worthy of notice, 
beyond the ‘captnre of a youth near one of the 
Guns, who was confived and’ subsequently flogged, 
it having been ascertained, that he had come from 
Allygurh.
